2. RE SECRETARIAT DRAFT DECLARATION: IF WE WERE PARTICI- 
PATING IN THE DRAFTING OF THE CONFERENCE DECLARATION, THERE

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ARE SEVERAL NITS WE WOULD PICK WITH THE TEXT AS PRESENTED 
REF A, PARTICULARLY RE CALLS FOR THE CUTOFF OF ECONOMIC 
AND OTHER RELATIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND PROHIBITIONS. 

WHICH WOULD APPEAR TO CONFLICT WITH THE US CONSTITUTION, 

ON THE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION. HOWEVER, THE DOCUMENT 
IS MODERATE ON ITS FACE AND CONTAINS NO REFERENCE TO

BLOW OFF STEAM. IF NARASIMHAN SEEMS RECEPTIVE AND CONVER-
